INAUGURATION OF PROCEEDINGS UNDER IT. 
Wasurneron, D. C., July 8.—Ex-Gov. Shep- 
herd appeared before the Grand Jury in this city 
to-day, with a number of editorials in the New 
York Sum treating of his public acts, which de 
solemnly made oath were untrue, and upon this 
he asked that Charies A. Dana, the editor of the 
Sun, be indicted for bel, and brought 
bere for trial.

in their official misconduct. It is argued 
that, if Mr. Dana should be convicted and 
imprisoned, which is altogether unlikely, except 
with a packed jury, the fact and the method Ly 
which it would be accomplished would make av- 
parent to the couutry how infamous this under- 
and attempt to curiail the freedom of the press 
really is, and its authors would, in the storm of 
public condemmation that must follow, receive 
such arcbuse as would forever after prevent a 
simular attempt.

EFFECT OF THE CURRENCY ACT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trivune, 
APPLICATIONS FOR NEW BANK CHARTERS. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., July 8.—About thirty ap- 
plications for bank charters under the new law 
have been filed with the Comptroller of the Cur- 
renoy since, Congress adjourned. They come 
mainly from IIliuois, Wisconsin, Indiana, Kau- 
sas, and lowa, withafew from the Southern 
States. The amount applied for is in the neigh- 
borhood of $3,000,000. This leaves $1,000,000 


heretofore reported Not called for.“ 
It will take from sixty to ninety 
days to get these ‘thirty new banks 


in running order, and the Comptroller states 
that there will not be more than $5,000,000 of 
additional banking capital available for business 
purposes by the time Congress meets. 
SURRENDER OF CIRCULATION. 
Nine banks have sent in legal tenders with 
which to redeem their bonds pending the cancel- 
lation of a part of their currency, th the amount 
of #1,600,000. Of this amount, Moses Taylor's City 
National Bank of New Yorkcontributes $248,000. 
This bana has had no circulation, however, 


this amount iu bonds baving been required of it 


to secure depositors. It wiil continue as a pri- 
vate banking institution. Of these nine banks 
three are in New York and two in Chicago, viz.: 
the Commercial & Mechanics’ ; 
and one in Grand Rapids, Mich.; one in Fort 
Wayne, Ind.; and one in Columbia, 8. C. These 
banks do not contemplate giving up their char- 
ters, and are onty returning such surplus capital 
as they cannot advantageously employ in their 
business. 
FRAUDULENT BANK-NOTES DISCOVERED. 

The fact that the new division for ‘the re- 
demption of mutilated National Bank notes re- 
quires all such notes to be sent to one place, 
has already resuited in thé discovering of a 
large number of altered, stolen, and chipped 
notes. Some three years since the Osage Na- 
tional Bank, at Osage, Ia., was entered. and its 
vauits robbed of 250 sheets Of unsigned five- 
dollar notes of that bank,- which represented 
65,000, there being four notes in each sheet. 
The Redemption Division to-day received 
six of these notes, on which the signatures of 
the Presideut and Cashier of the bank had been 
forged, apparently by the same persons. The 
Government is not responsible for these notes, 
and they were rejected. The bank having such 
notes in circulation will probably be decided to 
be responsible. Large numbers of gotes have 
been received which had been stripped.“ as the 
operation is called, by cutting five noves in differ- 
ent places, and pasting the pieces so that six 
notes were produced, each 
narrower than the genuiue note.

THE NEW TARIFF. 
Special Dispateh to The Chicace fribune, 

WismNorox, D. C., July 8.—A collection of 
the Tariff laws was to-day forwarded by the 
Treasury Department to Collectors of Customs 
througheut the Union: Heretofore there have 
been about as many codes as there were laws, 
and considerable difficulty was occasioned by 
that multiplicity, which in numerous cases pro- 
duced conflict and misconstruction of laws. This 
computation is abstracted from the general con- 
struction of the Tariff laws which was made by 
the recent session of Congress, and settles 


| many disputed questions as to whether certain 


provisions of former laws are operative or 
obaglete. A circular will be sent out in 
a few days, based: on the late Tariff law, giving 
instructions to Collectors of Customs regard- 
ing their duties in relation to goods imported 
without invoices. Under previous laws, .grades 
of less than $200 value were admitted to entry 
upon appraisement, without the production of 
certified invoices. By the new law this is 


changed to goods of $100 or less. Therefore, 


instead of being a relief to importers, as was in- 

the new Tariff law is in this, as ia 
sev ober respects, a hardship, since Con- 
sular fees amounting to $2.50 for the certafica- 
tion of invoices have to be paid on goods valued 
at $100 instead $200, as heretofore. This pro-

: FRANCE. 

Panis, July 8.—The sitting of the Assembly to- 
day opened amid intense excitement. The floor 
was filled with Deputies and the galleries crowded 
with spectators. M. Lucien Brun moved that 
the Assembly regrete the suspension of the 
journal L' Union by the Government,” This 
motion was rejected by a vote of 80 yeas to 179 
pays, The Left generally abstained from 
voting. M. Paris, « member of the Right Centre, 
‘moved the following : 

That this Assembly, resolving to energetical- 
ly uphold the Septennial powers conferred upon 
Marshal MacMahon, President of the Republic, 
and furthermore, reserving the questions sub- 
mitted to the Committee on Constitutional Bills, 
passes to the order of the day.” 

Gen. De Cissey, Minister of War and Vice- 
President of the Council, announced tliat the 
Government identified itself with the motion. 
The question was taken, and the motion of M. 
Paris was rejected by a vote of 331 yeas to 368 
nays, Tha majority in this vote was composed 
of three fractions of the Left and eighty mem- 
bers of the Extreme Right. 

Several Deputies immediately moved the or- 
der of the day, pure and simple, which was 
adopted, thé vote standing 339 yeas to 315 nays. 
It is coosidered that the last vote leaves the 
door open for the Ministry to remain in power; 
but the impression at the close of the sitting 
waa, that nothing had been settled. and the un- 
certainty which bas all aiong e | the 
political situation 16 unreleved. 

Pants, July 8.—Immediately after the adjourn- 
ment of the Assembly to-day a Cabinet Council 
was held, at which Che Ministers tendered their 
resignations. President MacMahon peremptorily 
refused to accept them, and the Ministry re- 
mains constituted as before. The President will 
send a message to the Assembly to-morrow or 
next day, in which he will announce bis deter- 
mination to retain the powers cooferred upon 
him for the time assigned by law, and will insist 
on the hecessity for a complete organization of 
his powers by the Assembly. A Cabinet 
Council wiil be beld to-morrow to definitely 
decide upon the terms of the message. 

Loxpox, July 9%.—The Times’ Paris corre- 
spondent telegraphs that MacMahon, in his 
forthcoming message, will probably state that he 
could not accept the resignations of the Minis- 
ters because they defended his powers, and 
be wished to save the country from 
a new Ministerial crisis. He will request the 
Assembly to basten action on the financial 
measures and then adjourn for some months, 
and, on reassembling, proceed to definitely 
organize his powers.

THE IOWA RAILROAD LAW. 

DIFFICULTIES IN THE WAY OF COMPLIANCE. 
The Iowa and Wiscousin Railroad laws are 
still agitating the minds of railroad-men in this 
city, who are yet consulting each other in regard 
to the measures to be taken. The Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad, the only one of the four Iowa 
trunk lines that bas not yet signified its intention 
to comply with the provisions of the law, is in a 
peculiar position. The President, Mr. Newell, 
stated to a reporter yesterday that he would 
adopt the Commissioners’ tariff at once if he was 
not prevented by injunctions from the State 
Courts, which re sued out by the stockholders 
of the three leased lines which form the Iowa 
Division of bis road. Should these injune- 
tions be removed, the Illinois Central will 
comply with the new law the same as the other 
roads. The managers of the Iowa trunk lines 
state that, in observing the law, the business it 
will apply to will be principally merchandise 
marketed at the principal mver towns—places 
like Dubuque, Davevport, Burlington, Keokuk, 
etc., where, most merchandise is bought, and to 
lumber that comes from Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin, and which can be bought at river towns as 
well as in Chicago. But stock and grain, which 
anticles have to seek a market at New York and 
other Eastern seaports, will have to make up for 
the loss on merchandise and lumber, thus foro- 
ing them to make an unjust discrimination be- 

tween several articles seeking transportation.

; THE CITY OF TRIESTE— 
the only seaport belonging to the Austrian Em- 
pire since the loss of Venice—lies against the 
foot-slope of the Julian Alps, which half-encir- 
cle it, and loom far above it. Trieste is a 
handsome, modern-looking town of 100,000 in- 
babitants, which has received its chief growth 
mice the completion of the railway from Vienna, 
in 1856, whith gave it access to all parts of the 
Empire, including the fertile plains of Hungary. 
Is has supplanted Venice in the trade of the 
Adriatic, and is the great entrepot for the im- 
ports and exports of the southern provinces of 
Austria, just as Hamburg is for Northern Ger- 
many. Trieste, besides being the naval station 
of Austria. is the headquarters of the great 
Austrian Liovd Steamship Company, which 
owns a hundred steamers, that visit ail the ports 
of the Mediterranean and Black Seas, and the 
Lower Danube, sod extend their trips, around 
Spain, France, and Great Britam, into the Baltic 
Sea, and across the ocean te the West Indies and 
South America. The vessels of nearly all na- 
tious may be seen at its wharves, includ- 
img one occasionally from the Great 
Republic,” whose mercantile marine flag 
has nearly disappeared from foreign ports under 
the highly protecting influence of s high tariff. 
The imports and exports of Trieste each amount 
tomore than $125,000,000 per annum. About 
15,000 arrivals and departures of vessels are re- 
corded annuaily, with a burden of 1,000,000 tons.

He practiced what 
he preached, paid depositors enormous rates of 
interest, and invested their money in moonsnine 
speculation.

Fioally, one five morning, to the astontshment 


of the depositing pubiic, he closed his bank to

The city is still suffering severely from the 
effects of the fiscal convulsion. Trade is great 
ly depressed, aud a considerable time must elapse 
before there will be mach businese-activity or 
speculative feeling. Tue population, which, be- 
fore the crash. was inflating itself at the rate of 
50.000 per annum, is now ata stand- still. Very 
few buildings are being erected. Economy and 
retrenchment ‘are the order of the day. 

The Vienna panic did not extend to the pro- 
vinces with the same severity that the New York 
panic of last September did to the States. It 
was more local in its causes and éffects, and 
other portions of the Empire had not embarked 
in crazy speculations to the same degree as 
Vienna, and hence have measurably escaped the 
emash-down. However, the earthquake in 
the capital has produced “hard times” anda 
Stringeut money-market in all parts of the Em- 
pire, which seriously affects the public revenues. 

Tbe late ptock-gambling mania was the first 
experience of the kind in Vienna, and the citi-

The comple:ed pire of Austria-Hungay 
have an extent of 8,000 miles, mostly double 
tracks laid with steel rails. The commercial as 
well as the financial business of be Empire is 
chiefly transacted here. The Government ex- 
pends large sums here for the support of its 
civil and military bureaus, and a garrison of 
30,000 troops is stationed here, All the nobility 
of the Empire spend the fashionable season in 
Vieuna ; aod, as they are the great landlords of 
the country, owning most of the land, the earn- 
ings of the tenantry in the shape of rents are 
expended by the proud and haughty Herren in 
the Capital. mn the gratification of the luxurious 
tastes and-habits of their families. The nobility 
of Austria are the wealthiest in Europe after 
thé British, being the greatest land-monopo- 
| hists,—tne peasan Owning but little of the 
land which they cwitivate. 
‘here are no other large cities in Austria; all

THE BELVIDERE PALACE, 
built by Prince Eugeve of Savoy, about A. D. 171°. 
It consists of two buildings, the upper and 
lower, situated at the summit and bottom of a 
gentle eminence, the intervening space of 10 
acres being a fine public garden. In the u 
gallery there are displayed 1. 800 pictures, ihe 
are artanged in rooms, aceordipg to the schoo 
of paigting which produced them, as the Veue- 
tian, Florentine, Bolognese, Neapolitan, Dutch, 
Fiémish, Spanish, French, German, ete, Here 
are whole rooms fied with the works 
of ‘Titian, Rubens, Vandyke, Paul Ver- 
ouese, Jordeans, and portraits by Rem- 
brandt, Correggio, and Tintoretto, The 
Lower Belvidere contams the famous 
Ambruse collection of ancient armor, paintings, 
jewels, and also a large collection of aucievt 
statuary and curiosities, Lhe Egyptian depart- 
ment is very extensive. In short, it is & vast 
museum of art. The Academy of Art contains 
another large cotlection of fine pictures. 

THE IMPERIAL ARSENAL 
is an enormous brick building, 2,000 feet long 
by 650 broad, with a large ceutrai area. Here 
are manufactories of cannon and arms of every 
description, employing 2,000 men. In the upper 
rooms are artistically arranged and disposed 
250,000 muskevs, swords, and pistole, besides a 
vast collecudou of weapons and suits of armor of 
past times, going back to the days of the Oru- 
sades. Here are ao preserved an immense blvod- 
red standard, taken from the ‘Turks in 1683 by 
the Polieh and Geiman troops wno defeated the 
Turks under the walls of Vieuna; and the bead 
of the Vizier Mustapha, who commanded the 
Turkieh hosts, with the cord by which he was 
strangled on his return from his disastrous ex- 
pedition to Vienna, and his shirt, or shroud, 
covered with Arabic inscriptions from the 
Koran. At the taking of Belgrade by the Aus- 
trians, his body was diwinterred, his head separ- 
ated from it, aud sent as a tropay to Vienus. 

The Imperial jewel officer bas a collection well 
worth seeing. It contains, among other things, 
the regalia of Charieniagne, taken from his 
graveat Alx-la-Chapeile. Along with the regala 
are preserved 

SUCH SACRED RH 

as the following, formerly kept on viewin the 
churches for the reverential worship of the faith- 
fui ignorati, viz.: The holy spear which pierced 
Christ's side, and nails of the cross, as well as 
pieces of the “true cross”; tooth 
of Jahn the Baptist ; & piece of 
the coat of St. John the Evangelist ; 
three links of the chame of St. Peter and St. 
Paul; 4 finger-bone of St. Matthew; a portion 
of the table-cloth used at the Last Supper, and 
two of the wine-cups and one plate used on the 
game occasion. This trumpery had been wor- 
shiped ior many centuries, and the blessed 
privilege of seeing them was a source of inex- 
paustible income for the pious priests and monks 
who exhibited them to the 6upeérstitious ioula; 
but a: last the Government, becoming ashamed 
of the imposture, seized those holy relics, and 
trausfetied them to the Imperial Jewel Qilice, 
where they may be now seen gratuitously, and 
„ worshiped as objects of former supersti- 
tion. In Italy the priests still continue to ex- 
hibit guch things as geuume articles, and, for 
showing them to credulous women, obiain Many 
a Ura and centime. 

THE IMPERIAL LIBRARY 
is another building, wo: tu visitiug. Commenced 
in A. D. 1440, it has iucreased by successive 
acquisitions until it now coutains 300, 000 printed 
volume and 20,000, manuscripts. Among its 
curiosities are a map of the Roman Empire of 
X. D. 360; a copy of Lyyy of the fifth century; 
Obarlemagne’s pseim-gook in gold-leaf; and 
many other rare and aucient msnouscripts, too 
numerous to mention. Attached to the library 
is a collection of engrayiugs, the most extensive 
and precious in Europe, amounuvg to 298,000 
prints, ‘Tbe collection 48 aiso very rich in onigi- 
nal drawings of Rubens, Titian, Vandyke, 
Rembrandt, and other gieat masters. 

Tbe Museum of Nata Hist.ry is not ex- 
celled in all Europe in vafiety of specimens of 
beasts, birds, and from the vegetable kingdom, 
The cabinet of minerals is the finest 
I ever saw, and ids said to surpass 
any other in the world. Conuected 
with ft is a great geological Collection, which I 
had only time to hastily glance at, but it seemed 
to be very full and complete. 

There are many iustitutione of a charitable 
kind in Vienna. The General Hospital contains 
8,000 beds, and receives annually more than 35,- 
000 patients. Nearly 16,000 ebildren are sup- 

orted by the Government at the Foundling 

ospital, Which speaks well for the morals of the 
unmarried people, as most of the eluldren are of 
illegitimate parentage. The Medical University 
has thousands of students. The Polytechnic In- 
stitute, carried on to afford instruction in the 
arts, chemistry, and practical sciences convécted 
with mahufactures, has 1,000 pupils and a large 
corps of instructers. It is also su ted by the 
Government. I cannot, however, pretend to go 
through the whole list of public institutions 
in enna open the inspection ‘of 
visitors, as they are too numerous. ut 
I bave said enough to give some idea of what 
this = city contains. Only & few Americans 
visit Vienna, or remain more than a few days; 
and there are reasons for it. One is, the 
weather in summer is excessively bot, and in 
winter very Changeable and at times bitterly 
cold. When it is not raming, a disagrecable 
dust is whirling about the streets, filling one's 
eyes, mouth, aud nose, and spoiling clothes. 
And then the hotel and cab charges are excess- * 
ive. Vienna is perhaps

in Europe. and every possible advantage is taken 
of them by shop-keepers as weil as hotel-keepers 
and cab-men.

THE FARRAR CASE. 

The habens corpus case of Flora Patrar was 
conclude I before Judge Gary yesterday morn- 
ing. The only witness for the defense examined 
yesterday was Mrs. Farrar, one of the respond- 
ents. Sus stated that she took het child to Mo- 
Henry County, and left her there on her return 
about a week later. While there she received 
a visit from a Mrs. Eastman, a friend living in 
Seloit, Wis., to whose care she intrusted 
the child with instructions to take ber sonie- 
where and keép and educate her. Wittiess said she 
did not want to know where the girl was, at 
least until this tronble blew over; that she loved 
her daughter, and could fot bear to see her 
alienated from her. Mrs. Farrar seemed to be 
much affected, but at thé same time was very 
vindietive toward ber husband. The witness 
acknowledged, also, that she had taken the child 
from thé Skinner School, and that she lutended 
to get her out of the way. 

Her counggl contended that she did not have 
at present the control of the child; that she did 
not know where she war, further than that 
she was probably in Detroit, but that her know!l- 
edge on this point was simply hearsay. Moreover, 
the question as to whom tbe child belonged 
should properly be tried in the divorce case now 
pending in the Circuit Court, and also that Mrs. 
Farrar bad not rendered herself liable to be com- 
pelled to answer therefore. 

Judge Gary, however, swept away the excuses, 
remarking that the right of either party to the 
child was not in question, the simple question 
being why respondent did not produce 
the child or show cause against Mir. 
Burton. The Judge remarked there was no 
evidence to make him amenaDile to the writ ; he 
had only done what he could to help the mother 
do what she wished, and the rule would therefore 
be discharged as to him. As to Mrs. Farrar, 
however, tae case was very differeat. She had 
evidently purposely taken, or allowed another 
to take, Flora out of the jurisdiction of the 
Court, and yet put her where shewould probably 
recover her again if she desired. She tad evi- 
dently the moral control over the daughter, and 
he would make an order for her to produce Flora

Mol- 
let's penchant seems to be specially di- 
rected to cooking such eatables as are poted for 
their odor, such as onions, cabbage, ‘‘ high ” 
meats, et, aud the smell in the present hot 
weather, added to .the effluvia arising from an 
indiscriminate mass of garbage, has u such 
on zue aristocratic noses of the tenants above, 
aud particularly the officers of the Chicago & 
Alton Railroad Company (who have an oifice 
directly over Mollet’s place), that they have 
given Kedzie notice they will leave unless the 
nuisance be abated. Complainant states that, 
actuated by a spirit as rare as praiseworthy, 
he lowered oliet's rent on the ist 
of May last from $83.33 a month to $50.

THE LYNDON-HANCOCE DIVORCE 
CASE | 


Readers of Tux Taisuns will probably remem- 
ber the celebrated Lyndon- Hancock divorce case, 
in which the father of Ela Lyndon, nee Han- 
cock, endeavored to bave an ill-starred marriage 
annulled by Judge Gary, of the Superior Court, 
on the representation that Thomas Lyndon, the 
husband, avd former coachman of Col. Hancock, 
had procured the marriage license by falsely 
stating that the girl wasof lawful age, 18 years, 
when in fact she was but 15, and that defenj- 
ant badallured her from home by representing 
himself to be an English nobleman, or the son 
of one, and about to acquire great wealth, etc., 
etc. The Supreme Court, to which the case was 
appealed, refused to ann the alliance, and the 
father, determining that hig wayward daughter 
should néver live with her liege,—who 
is a man of about 35 years of age, 
gifted with a broad Yorkshire secent, and 
not possessed of an overstock of knowledge, 
but, withal, a good groomaman and a fau judge 
of horseflesh,—stipulated with his obnoxious 
son-in-law that be should-allow the girl to live 
at the parental mansion. But the terms of the 
compromise were not given, and also some other 
facts which have since trauspired, and which do 
not place the wily coachman in as favorable a 
light before the public as the gushing and brill- 
iant oratory of his counsel did at the time the 
legal proceedings were pending.

A writer in the Industrial Age, of Chicago, re- 
joices exceedingly in the passage of the act al- 
lowing $55,000,000 more of National Bank cur- 
rency, and appeais to the Grangers to unite and 
orgamze 1,000 associations, with $55,000 capi- 
tal each, and thus procure the loan of 
$55,000,000 at the rate of 1 per cent per annum. 
The 1 per cent is the tax paid on circulation by 
the banks, and the writer argues that that is all 
the return ale tn the use of currency by the 
banks. As the article was evidently written in 
sincerity, and was Published in equal innocence 
of the facta, we may presume that it represents 
the matter of National Bank currency as it is 
understood by persons who read that class. of 
newspapers, aud it may not be out of place to 
state over again the compensation paid by the 
banks for National Bank currency. Thus, to 
start a National Bank with $100,000 capital, 


chase $100,000 of 5 per cent bonds. Upon the 
deposit of these bonds the bank obtains $90,000 
of bank notes. It has to deposit 5 per cent of 
its issue at Washington, leaving it $85,000 to 
lend at such rates of interest and on such se- 
curity as can be obtained from the proceeds of 
which it must pay an annual tax of 1 per cent, 
beside Stave and local taxes and office expenses. 
If the readers of the Industrial Age can see a 
profit in this business, the door is now open. 
All they have to do is to go ahead. There will 
be $5,000,000 of National Bank circulation vol- 
untarily surrendered by existing banks before 
the expiration of sixty days. Who will take it?

Some six years ago the common stock of the 
Chicago 4 Northwestern Railway was “kicking 
around Wall street at the low price of 36}, 
cents on the dollar.

| the stock was at one time carried to a figure 


regarded as quite appalling by Daniel Drew and 
those who were short of it. But that was 
not a fair quotation.. Since the figure 82 was 
reached there has been a steady decliue in Norch- 
western, resulting from what may fairly be 
called misfortunes, The road was never under 
better management—no road was ever under 
honester management. Yet its stock has fallen 
back nearly to the figure at which Heury Keep 
picked it up. The September panic, the Wis- 
consin legislation and litigation, and the recent 
decision, have together pressed it down to 4034.

A WAR OF RACES. 

The misgoverumeut of the South cannot con- 
tinue forever. Misgovernment means plunder, 
insecurity of life, uberty, health, property, and 
reputation. It means anarchy. It means bar- 
bariam. When we say, then, that the misgov- 
ernment of the South cannot last till doomaday, 
we mean simply that the Southern people will 
not submit forever to the present condition of 
things. The Southern people value life, liberty, 
property, health, education; refinement, as 
much as other people in other quarters of the 
world. They are as well fitted by nature to en- 
joy them. Taney will rebel against the depriva- 
tion of them as any other race will. We may be 
sure, then, that they will by some means bring 
the reign of corruption and robbery to an end 
before it brings itself to aclose by reducing the 
Southern States to the condition of Mexico and 
the Central American Republics. 

When we ask how the misgovernment of the 
South is going to cease, we find ourselves face to 
face with an alarming problem. Where the 
South is misgoverned, negroes abound, and, be- 
tween their predominance in certain States and 
the misgovernment there, there is undoubtedly 
the relation of cause and effect. Such States 
cannot be helped to a better government by 
peaceable means from within. Good govern-

ment, then, supposes negro co-operation to es- 


tablish it. But such co-operation cannot be ration- 
ally expected. The negro race has no inherited 
ability for self-government, and has not had time 
to acquire it. It has inherited ability only to be 
governed,—to be led. It is as natural for the 
American negro to be led as it is for the Ameri- 
can Anglo-Saxon to lead. Nor can it be ex- 
pected that the Ethiopian skin shall be changed 
immediately by education. Can the South afford 
to wait till the negroes are educated? So far as 
help from within, then, is concerned, the South 
is in this position: It needs, to do anything 
towards giving itself a better government, the 
co-operation of the negroes, aud the co-opera- 
tion of the negroes it cannot obtain. Can it ob- 
tain any help from outside? The General Gov- 
ernment cannot, under the Constitution. legiti- 
mately resolve itself into a protectorate over 
the south, though it can do much by the 
force of example and by moral influence. 
Shall this force of example, this moral 
influence, be exercised? If not, then 
it will remain for the South to remedy the 
evils it is suffering from without negro co-oper- 
ation and without aid from outside. This it can 
do only by some kind of revolutioa. We are far 
from counseling this method of procedure. We 


are of opinion that it is, considered as awemedy, 


no better than the disease. We refer to it 


simply as the remedy which certain people in the 


South seem to consider the only practic- 
able one. The question of. race has 
been raised in the Southern States. It 
has been raised by the negroes themselves. 
They have been drawing the lines. They have, 
under the lead of the carpet-baggers, éncroach-

A DEFENSE OF MR. BEECHER. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Sim: In your issue of this morning, speaking of the 
Tilton editorial of the Golden Age, you say of Mr. 
Beecher: Aud, up to the present time, the one per- 
son who knows whether he (Tilton) has told the truth 
or not has not affirmed the contrary.” In several in- 
stances you have made the same statement. Yet, not 
many days since, you reprinted a card from a Brook- 
lyn paper, in which H. W. Beecher emphatically de- 
nounces thef slanderous utterances as untrue in en- 
eral, and in particular grosaly false, 

While Tilton makes no specific charge, of word or 
deed, mentions neither time, place, nor witness, what 
more could the accused do? Must a clergyman of un- 
sullied veracity demean himself by repeated assevera- 
tions? Is it honorable. to demand it? Were a no- 
ble wife, by ineinuation, charged with unchastity, 
would any one require of her repeated denials and as- 
severations of virtue ? A noble man would be ashamed 
to ask, Madame, are you guilty? And so is it with 
Mr. B.'s brothers and sisters. They have not the face 
to.ask such a brother, whom they have known so well, 
loved and respected so highly, Sir, are you a de- 
bauchee, a liar, and @ hypocrite ? 

Now, when not one specific word or action is 
charged, much less proved, Mr. B. is to be regarded 
and spoken of as guilty, simply because certain evil 
persons have filled Tilton’s and the public ears with 
vile insinuations. It is more than doubtful whether 
an action for slander or libel would lie in any court, 
since nothing definite is charged, Are we then to 
hold H, W. Beecher guilty because he will not prose- 
cute? Let Tilton make ont charges and specifications 
of word or act, time and place, and, my word for it, 
he will be met to his heari’s content. 

In the editorial of the Golden Age, which you pub- 
lish to-day, it is said: He (Tilton) intentionally 
avoided bringing any specific charge, and only alluded 
to his (B.'s) of ene in the most indefinite possible terms, 
because necessary for self-vindication ”; and this has 
always been true; he bas neither stated nor proved a 
single word or deed ; yet he is the accuser and would 
have the pubiic believe him to be the sufferer, the pa- 
tient, the magnanimous,and Beecher to be the liber- 
tine, the false, the hypocrite, Will honora- 
ble and Christian people, on such flimsy grounds, 
condemn unheard and throw away such « man as H. 
W. Beecher, and such a hfe of forty years’ labor and 
sacrifice, against whom nothing false or dishonorable 
has, East or West, among all the thousands he has as- 
sociated with, ever been proved? Is it to be assunied 
that he is guilty? Is not his definite denial as good as 
indefinite charges? Every lawyer knows that garbled 
extracts from « letter are not evidence; The whole 
letter or none, It may be explained in ways indicative 
of grief, or at most of imprudent or untoward circum- 
stances amd associations. Nay, more, if explanations 
of the extracts be called for, they should come from 
the accuser, and not the accused, These alleged ex- 
tracts are all and the only evidence. Why, then, did 
H. W. Beecher say, I have no charges”? Simply 
because be had forgiven Tilton, and signed the for- 
giveness, and it was published. Thereatter Christian 
Principle and honor forbade further action. Even 
new offenses could not revive the oid. He could not 
bring charges. 

The murderer is accounted innocent till his guilt is 
proved, arid a reasonable doubt clears him, But it 
soems, in this case, a long life of honor and useful- 
ness, and all that goes to make up H. W. Beecher in the 
Church, the nation, and the world, must go for nothing, 


and guilt be assumed,—not because he has not denied 


the slanders, but because he will not go down into the 
slough 6fa civil or ecclesiastical warfare, Are we to 
assume that he isaliar? Yet he explicitly denies, in 
whole and in part, and, if guilty at all, ie a foul Liar, 
Are we to assume a that he isg hypocrite? Yet 
hear his prayers, his lecture-talks, his impassioned 
and holy utterances, Can all these be mere outside, 
while within all is consciously impure, false, hypo- 
critical? No, sir, it is not reason, philosophy, law, or

I have 
just returned to the city, and learn that application 
has been made to Mrs, Victoria Woodhull for letters of 
mine, supposed to contain information respecting cer- 
tain intamous stories against me. I have no objec- 
tion to have the Eagle state, in any way jt deems fit, 
that Mrs, Woodhull, or any other person or persons 
who may have letters of mine in their possession, have 
my cordial consent to publish them, In this connec- 
tion, and at this time, I will only add that the stories 
and rumors which fer some time past have been cireu- 
lated avout me are grossly untrue; and I stamp them, 
in general and in particular, as utterly false, Respect- 
fully, ö Henry Warp BEEcHER, 


if Mr. Beecher will now use the same lan- 
guage in characterizing Mr: Tilton’s letter 
that he did in characterizing Mrs. Woodhull’s: 
stories and the other rumors. circulating in 
June, 1873, we shall think that the presump- 
tions are altogether-in his favor, and that the 
burden of proof is on the other side. We do 
not overlook the fact that the letter of June 
30, 1873, was taken by the public not only as a 
denial of every accusation then made, but of 
every one that could be made, against Mr. 
Beecher’s purity of life. If it was intended by 
the writer to be so taken, and if there was 
still something concealed, of which the 
private letter to Tilton contains the germ 
afd the confession, then it was obviously 
disingenuous. Un the circumstances, how- 
ever, we think t Mr. Beecher may be (has 
been) fairly calied on to make a denial. of the 
charge implied in Tilton’s letter, and that nis 
failure to do so will be construed as a confession 
of some grave misdemeanor. The danger is that 
it will pave = way and give lodgment to accu- 
sations far worse than the real facts. 

We are asked whether the publie “ will con- 
demn unheard such a man as H. W. Beecher ?” 
By no means. They will not condemn bim un- 
heard, unless he himself prefers that fate. They 
are ready and anxious to hear him, and they will 
hail with well-uigh universal acclaim the word 
from hie lips or pen which shall enable them to 


acquit him and to condemn his accusers. There | 


has never been, in the annals of public scandal, 


such marked reluctance to believe il of an 
accused person as has been shown in the 
present case. The Golden Age is right in say- 
ing that “there is something almost sublime 
in the spirit and attitude of the American people 
who refuse to condemn and degrade h great and 
useful man even if in some moment of tempta- 
tion, or under the heat of an impulse only the 
strongest natures understand, he did what be 
ought not—at least until compelled to do so by 
the necessities of the case.” There is no room 
for Mr. Beecher’s friends to complain that he 10 
the victim of prejudice, or that public opinion 
has taken snap judgment on bim. 80 far as 
Tun Carcaco Trisuns is concerned, it defended 
Mr, Beecher through the whole melee down to 
the time that the tell-tale letter was published, 
and it did not condemn him even then. Nor does 
it condemn him now. It insists, however, that 
he will be self-condemned in more ways than 
one if he maintains silence on the subject of 
Tilton’s epistie to Leonard Bacon. 


WHEN KILLING I8 NOT MURDER. 

The ease of Congressman Sloss and the man 
Long, at Tuscumbia, Alabama, presents a new 
phase of the questien how far a man puts his 
life in peril when he makes the acquaintance of 
a young lady. It has been practically decided 
by the verdicts of innumerable juries that where 
aman has seduced an unmarried woman and 
refuses to marry ber, the aforesaid woman, or 
her father, or brothers, or any otLer relative or 
guardian, may lawfully kill him. It has also in 
like manner been established that where a man 
makes the acquaintance of a married woman 
living with her busband, and the two are guilty 
of impropriety, the husband may shoot the 
man; of, when the husband and wife are living 
apart from one another, the separation being 
the result of the neglect or brutality and gen- 
eral viciousness of the husband, and she 
has apy intimate friendship with some 
other man, the husband may slay that 
man without any legal responsibility. 
This doctrine has been carried to the extreme 
point that, even if the wife have obtained a 
divorce from her husband because of his per- 
sonal depravity, and she contemplates marriage 
with, or is befriended, supported, or aided by 
another man, the husband may kill that man, 
and jugies will acquit him. 

The sentimentality which has worked this 
revolution of the hitherto established law of 
murder has been refined still further, and it has 
been held that in cases where a husband has 
avenged his wounded “honor,” the question 
whether there had been any criminal correspond- 
ence between the wife and the murdered man, 
or whether the man was the seducer or the 
seduced, was wholly immaterial, so long as the 


husband assumed such to be the case, and acted |' 


on that hypothesis. Up to this case in Alabama, 
the accepted doctrine of juries governing the 
relations of mep and women may be thus 
summed up: 

1. That it is not criminal in any woman to 
shoot and kill a man who has seduced her, or 
whom she charges with having seduced her, and 
refuses to marry her; nor criminal for any 
father or relative to kill the man under such 
circumstances, : 

2. That it is not criminal for any busband 
living with or separated from or divorced from 
his wife to kill any man who has improper rela- 
tions with the wife, or whom the husband may 
suspect or accuse of having such relations. 

The imagmation can hardly conceive of a more 
liberal expansion of the law of justifiable homi- 


. cide, but the Sloss case transcends all prece- 


dents, and expands the doctrine very widely. 
It appears that before Mr. Sloss weat to Con- 
gress, in December, 1873, a young man named 
Long, of respectable parentage, but, like most 
young men of the South, of too good a family 
to do any work, made love to the daughter of 
Mr. Sloss. That gentleman, upon discovering 
the fact, manifested his disapproval of the 
affair, and forbade Long visiting his house, 
or the lovers having any further acquaipt- 
ance, Long seems to have accepted the 
situation so far as to discontinue his acquaint- 
ance with the family, but like a miscreant took 
bis revenge by maligning his former sweeiheart. 
What he said of her is not stated further than 
that Mr. Sioss, on returning home, was told tnat 
Long had been slandering bis daughter, where- 
upon Mr. Sloss loaded his gun with buckshot 
and awaited his opportunity. Long was an ha- 
bitual lounger in the neighborhood of a public 
house at Tuscnmbia, and could be found there 
at any time. He had been admonished to leave 
town, as Sloss, op his return, might be expected to 
shoot. When Sloss started out to kill Long, he 
did not go to the place where he knew he could 
find him, but stationed himself in an upper sto- 
ry of a neighboring building where he could 
see him as he passed between his home 
and the public house. As expected, 
Long did pass through the street and 
was shot, one buckshot entefing his neck and 
another his skull. When Sloss had, as he sup- 
posed, killed Long, he descended from his place 
of concealment and surrendered himself to the 
authorities, and subsequently was discharged. 

Here is a case which in olden times, when men 
were gentlemen and assassination was doubly 
disgraceful as a cowardly crime, would have 
been pronounced deliberate murder; but, ac- 
cording to public sentiment in Tuscumbia, it is 
a case of justifiable killing. It does not appear 
that Sloss ever investigated the slanders im- 
puted to Long. Sloss was told that his daughter 
had been slandered by her former admirer. It 
does not appear that anyone inquired whether 
the slander had any foundation in fact, nor what 
the exact slander was. 

Mr. Sloss, instead of being arrested, tried, 
convicted, and hanged for murder, has been 
voted the digtinction of an heroic avenger of fe- 
male reputation, it must be added to the list of 
cases where killing is not criminal that of a 
father or other relative who shoots a man who is 
reported to have slandered a young woman 
whom he was willing to marry, and would marry 
if not prevented by the slayer. In his relations 
with the other sex the tyrant man is evidently at 
a disadvantage, and woman certainly enjoys 
rights and privileges to which he can make no 
claim, or which courts and juries will aot ro- 
spect if claimed by him.

THE MORDAUNT DIVORCE CASE. — 

After a repose of some three years, the case of 
Mordaunt vs. Mordaunt, better known as the 
Mordaunt divorce case, is revived. Our readers 
will remember that this case was instituted by 
the husband of Lady Mordaunt to obtain a de- 
cree of divorce from her. The ground of his 
action was adultery. Lady Mordaunt, the 
daughter of a nobleman, a woman of extrsor- 
dinary attractions, considered even the reigning 
beauty of the United Kingdom, had for a long 
time shove as a star of the first magnitude in 
the highest classes of English society, but be- 
longed also to a clique somewhat inclined to be, 
in American parlance, fast.“ Among the 
ornaments of the coterie to which she belonged 
was the Prince of Wales, who was somewhat 
entangled in the case, much to the d.sgust of 
his mother and to the delight of Bradlaugh. 
After Sir Charles Mordaunt bad commenced his 
suit, it was suggested to the Court that Lady 
Mordaunt was not of sound mind, and affidavits 
were made to that effect. The question of 
divorce was thereupon dropped, and that of the 
sanity or insanity of the defendant considered, 
the Court refusing to proceed in the suit proper 
tall this latter question was decided. Affidavits 
counter to those in which the insanity of Lady 
Mordaunt was affirmed were also presented to 
the Court. The Judges then appointed the 
woman's own father her guardian for the pur- 
pose of trying the question of her sanity. Her 
father entered an appearance in her behalf in 
obedience to the order of the Court, and pleaded 
that at the time when the citation in the suit was 
served on his ward she was not of sound 
mind, and that ever since that time 
she had continued non compos. Issue was 
taken on this plea, and the question of insanity 
ordered to be tried before the Court and a 
special jury. The Judge Ordinary, Lord Pen- 
zaoce, in his instructions to the jury, seemed to 
think that there was some defect in the form of 
issue tendered, but, as it passed without objec- 
tion, he said to them: The only way I can put 
the case is this: Do you think that this lady was in 
such a condition of mental disorder as to be unfit 
or unable to answer the petition or duly instruct 
an attorney for her defense ?” He remarked that 
be preferred this form of the question to that of 
whether she was mad, insane, or out of her 
mind, for the reason that it was the real ques- 
tion at issue in the case, and the practical 
one to be solved. The jury's verdict 
was, that, on the day the citation was 
served ou Lady Mordaunt, she was in such a 
state of mental disorder as to be totally unfit 
and unable to answer the petition and to duly 
instruct her attorney for her defense, and that 
she still continued so unable and uunfit. 

This ended the proceedings in divorce, for 
Lord Penzance ordered that until the defeudant 
und recovered her reason nothing further should 
be done in the case. Failing to have this order 
reversed on an appeal to the full Court, Sir 
Charles Mordaunt appealed to the House of 
Lords. That body has reversed the decision of 
the Court below, and remitted the case for trial. 
The action of the House of Lords introduces into 
English jurisprudence the principle that in a 
civil action, in divorce cases at least, a person 
may be held accountable for a wrong committed 
in a state of sanity, aithough at the time 
the action against him is instituted he may be 
insane, unable to put in a proper defense, to seek 
competent advice, or appoint an attorney to 
manage his case for him. 

It ia a well-settled principle of our criminal 
law that if a man becomes insane after he com- 
mits a crime he cannot be tried for it, nor 
convicted while bis insanity lasts. And even 
in divorce suits ® busband has not been 
allowed to proceed against his insane wife on 
the ground of adultery committed previous to 
ber insanity. This principle was settled by Sir 
C. Cresswell (in the case of Bawden vs. Bawden), 
who remarked that, while it would be a hard 
case upon the husband if he was not allowed to 
proceed, it would be an equally hard case 
upon the wife if he were allowed. This seems 
to be the only case in which the question was 
raised frevious to the Mordaunt case, unless we 
except one argued before Sir H. Jenner Fust, in 
which the point was not decided. It may be re- 
marked here that the full Court to which Sir 
Charles Mordaunt appealed from the decision of 
Lord P ce were not unanimous in their de- 
cision. t Court consisted of Kelly, C. B., Lord 
Penzance (Judge Ordinary), and Keating, J. The 
two latter Judges held that the case’ should not 
be proceeded with while the defendant was m- 
sane. Kelly, on the other hand, who gave a 
dissenting opinion, held that, after hopes of re- 
covery had failed, the case should proceed to 
judgment. 

Some of dur text-writers on law, commenting 
on these cases, say, and we agree with them, 
that an action for divorce is not analagous to an 
indictment, and that, therefore, there are no 
public considerations which require the defend- 
ant to be sane when it is carried on. It has 
been urged, bowever, that where a man kncw of 
his wife’s lack of fidelity to him while she was 
sane, and might have proceeded against her but 
did not, be should not be permitted to proceed 
against her after she becomes insane, and this 
would seem to be but just. The American law 
on this subject has never been settled. The de- 
cision of the highest Coart in which the common 
law is expounded will have much to do in form- 
ing our own law on the question. 

While the Mordaunt case is progressing in 
England. scandal-epicures will have a rare dish 
served up to them, the Queen will probably be 
submitted to some mortification, and the irre- 
pressible Bradlaugh will gloat over the rotter- 
ness of England's aristocracy.

Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune, 
THE CHAMPIONSHIP SINGLE SCULL RACE. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., July 8.—The race on the 
Connecticut opposite the city this afternoon, 
between George Brown, of Halifax, and William 
Scharff, of Pitteburg, Pa., for $2,000 a side 
and the championship.of America, was a very 
interesting and satisfactory contest. The river 
was a little rough early io the afternoon, but as 


the hour set for the race approached it grew 
calm, while the weather was very favorable for 
the spectators. There was the usual prelimma- 
ry delay, so that it was after~half-past 5 o'clock 
before the start wae given, by which 
time the river was as smooth as 
could be wished. The course began just op 
site the City Hall, about two miles above 
starting point in last summer's regatta, and was 
two and a half miles down the river. 

Both men got a good start and at once settled 
down to vigorous work. | 
THE EARLY PART OF THE RACE. 

For some distance they rowed side by side, but 
gradually Scharff forged a little abead, ze ting 
at the end of the first half mile a lead of half a 
boat leugth, which he increased slightly during 
the next quarter. Schartf's stroke, soon after the 
start, was forty tothe mioute,and Brown’s five less. 
At the close of the first mile Brown had nearly 
brought himself even with Scaarff, but dari 
the next half mile the latter spurted a fall boat's 
length ahead. Browu's long, steady stroke, 
however, now began to prove ite effectiveness, 
and he soon brought his boat to the front, 0 that 
as they disappeared around the ourve in the 
river, a mile and one-haif from the starti 
point, the Halifax oaraman was a clear len 


more confidence opponent. 
Daring the next mile Brown maintained 
his lead without any great effort, and 
rounded his turning stake before Scharff was 
half-way around his, his time to turn being 14 
minutes and Jv seconds, 

THE START FOR HOME. 

Upon starting home both men bugged the 
west shore for be tirst miie,and Brown Increased 
his lead a littie. The steamer bearing tue 
referee, Commodore Bradv, of New York, Taz 
Imo reporter, and three or four other vassen+ 
gers, followed the men as closely as it could 
down and back, and as the oarsmen parsed her 
oo their return, about half a mile toward 
home, one could get ap excellent view of the 
contest. Brown was now fully two lengths 
ahead, pulling a long stroke of thirty-one to the 
minute, whde Scharff was pulling thirty-six. 
Besides the advantage of the lead, Brown was 
evidently in much better condition than his 
rival. and appeared sure of keeping his position 
without great difficulty ‘to the end, so that no 
doubt was felt amoug the party on the steamer 
as to his winning the race. 

THE CLOSING STRUGGLE. 

Scharff made several spurts on the way home, 
and on one occasion neariy closed the gap be- 
twesu the boats, bat it was clear enough that 
this was Brown's sufferance ‘rather 
than his ability to keep bis former 
lead, and Brown finally came in the winner by a 
length aud a half, having made the five miles in 
36 minutes and 45 seconds. 

From the start tothe finish the race was a 
* fair and satisfactory contest, neither 
man advancing any claim of unfa.rness on the 
part of his opponent. Scharff himself says it 
was a fair aud square race; the only trouble 
was that Grown was the best man, The race 
brought crowds of rowing and sporting men to 
the city. Among them were large delegations 
from St. John, Halifax, Montreal, aud Quebec, 
as well as New York, Pittsburg, and other 
American cities. s 

HEAVY BETTING ON THE RESULT. 

Betting has been heavy, and a large amount of 
mouey bas changed hands this evening. One 
hotel-clerk in this city held $30,000, aud this 
was, of cou but a ction of the whole 
amount in stakeholders’ hands in Springfield 
aloue. Large bets have also been mada in other 
cities, and it is probably no exageeration to say 
that 6250, 000 was pending on the issue of the 
race. Brown’s friends have been very confi- 
dent from the start, and many of the 
bes ,have been made with odds of $10 
to $90, and even $100 to $80. in his favor. The 
oareman who has thus come into new promi- 
nence and fame is 35 years old, and was brought 
up a fisherman. His rowing record began a 
dozen years ago, but he did not come into great 
prominence till 1871, when he rowed in a single- 
scull race in Halifax harbor against five op- 

nents,—among them Henry Coul-.er, of Pitte- 
bare. and Sadler, the English oareman, 
—and was only beaten by the latter, 
who won only by five secoods. IA 1872 
he beat Robert Fulton, of St. John, in a mile 

and last summer he defeated John Biglin 
in Halifax harbor, making 5 miles in 38 minutes 
aud 40 seconds. To-day’s race, by the way, was 
his first experience in fresh-water rowing. He

AERONAUTIC. 


One of the Longest Balioon Trips on 
Record. 
From the Buffalo Commercial, July 6, 
The grand balloon ascension by Prof. 8. A. 


Ring aod party m the magnificent air-ship Bu- 


faio was, without doubt, the most attractive 
and successfal feature of Saturday's programme. 

About a quarter of 2 o'clock, the inflation of 
the great gas-bag was commenced, and was wit- 
nessed by a large crowd. The infiation of the 
balloon was concluded shortly before 6 o’clock, 
and the final preparations were then made. The 
basket was attached, the aerial travelers packed 
their traps into it, aud the aid of fifty strotig 
men, more or less, was invoked, to hold the 
monster down. 

The party, consisting of Prof. King, Mr. Wal- 
ter T. Chester, Mr. Lutner L. Holden, of the 
Boston Journal, and the Commercials repre- 
| sentative, took their seats im the basket at 6 
o'clock. Just five minutes later, the Professor 
cat the rope, and the Buffalo” soared away 

racefally and majestically mto the air, amid the 

earty cheers of the assembled multitude. 

After rising a few bundred feet, the balloon 
rapidly sailed away to the southeast, and was 
soon lost to sight im the heavy clouds which ob- 
scured the sky. 

The following dispatch from our balloon re- 


porter gives a graphic and interesting account of | 


the trip: 
~~ Harem Crrv, N. J., July 8. 

“The serial voyage of the balloon Bufalo on 
July 4 was one of the most exciting and longest 
ever achieved on this Continent. The direction 
which the balloon took on leaving the city was 

a little south of east, sailing slong the bay about 
a mile from the shore. By balloon time it was 
4 minutes past 6 when the ascent was made. 

The vids down the river and of the city Was 
very fine, though a slight mist obscured the 

prowepect. The seronaut got out his drag-rope 
in a few minutes after tire start, but the balloon 
did not smk low enough to have it touch the 
water. 

„At 26 minutes past 6 land was made, and af- 
ter that the same course, a few points east of 
south, was maintained for a long time. 

The balloon passed directly over the little 
village of 1 * Valley; left East Hamburg a 
little to the left, and sailing low afforded its 
occupants a — deal of sport in conversation 
with people on the — and by the scampering 
of frightened cattle 

‘The Town of North Collins was reached at 
five minutes past 7. A quarter of an hour later 
we saifed above the lower strata of clouds and a 
barometer observation showed an altitude of 
about 3,000 feet. Cattaraugus Creek was crossed, 
the belloon passing into the Town of East Otto 
at thirty-eight minutes past 7. 

„Thus far the course was almost identical 
with that taken by nearly the same party on July 
4, 1869, in the famous trip of the Hyperion. 
We shortly rose to a greater altitude, aod fora 
time the earth was obscuréd from view by the 
clouds below. 

Mr. Holden continded to take observations 
of barometer and thermometer until twenty 
minutes to 9 o’clock. At twenty-four minutes 
past 8 o'clock we beard the report of a Canuon, 
followed by several others, which we attributed 
to a celebration at Ellicottville. 

“Ts rather dark, and the Buffalo sailed 
on for about two hours between the lower and 
upper strata i clonds without mach of the 
earth nang J visible, though many sounds aroge 
to the ears of the Dalloon Occupants. The moon 
rose a little after 11 o'clock, and was hailed with 
bearty welcome, ug ber rays not only illuminated 
the clouds and the landscape, but she also served 
ab & mark in ibforiiing us Of our course, which 
continued in the same geveral direction, a lit- 
tle east of south.

tions in conformity to them. For instance, one 
concludes that the religion of a certain sect is the 
‘true one: from that standpoiwt he reads his 
Bibie, and succeeds in proving it to his en- 
tire satisfaction. The greatest peculiarity of 
comets is their tails, aud Professors have 
‘jumped at the conclusion that these immen-e, 
far-reaching tails are actual substance; hence 
they are much exeraised concerning the result 
of the now visible comet swinging his tail 
through the region of the solar system. E. Col- 
bert, in a recent article in Tue Trisune, has it 
that “At every peribelion passage, whether 
about our sun or some other stat,” a comet will 
leave a portion of its substance behind, and thus 
in time become disintegrated. Again: H. M. 
Parkhurst informs us that, about the 22d inst., 
the tail of the comet is likely to strike the earth, 
mat a portion of its tail may be torn off by both 
the earth and the moon, eto. I will crudely give 
few points of what I consider a far more 
reasonable theory of comets than any heretofore 
advanced to my knowiedge, aad would like that 


somebody with the means and opportunity might 


investigate it from that standpoint. 


In the first place, I hold that the tails of 


comets 
HAVE NO ACTUAL EXISTENCE ; 

that no more tail is attachea to them than 
there is to the moon or any of the planets; 
the apf arent tail is produced by the rays of the 
gum; The comet being a body of atmosphere, a 
transparent globe, the rave of the sun, striking 
it, instead of being absorbed or reflected. pass 
right ou through it. By the fnetion thus under- 
gone they become heated, and cousequently pro-

Euler and Delambre, the tail js composed of materials 
separated from the comet by the impulse of solar rays, 
and Herschel modifies the theory by ascribing the sep- 
aration to the electrical repulsion of the sun. But, to 
form a line constantly ranging with the central lu- 
minary, the matter should be driven into space with a 
far greater velocity than the comet has in describing 
its orbit, and the sun could scarcely communicate the 
requisite centrifugal motion if his repulsive power 
were one bundred thousand times as powerful as his 
attraction. Now the movements of the several mem- 
bers of the solar system show that the repelling power 
of the central orb (if it has any existence) must be ex- 
tremely feeble in comparison to his attractive power; 
and no astronomer has hitherto found it nesessary to 
take into consideration the slight influence which it 
exerts even on cometary orbits. 

Modern chemistry has reveaied some properties of 


light 
WHICH MAY GIVE RISE 

to the extraordinary appearances attending the re- 
turns of comets to the interior of the solar domain, 
Among the numerous chemical agencies which we are 
permitted to command, the solar rays hold a promi- 
nent place, and their power of effecting decom posi- 
tions and inducing chemical changes is modified to a 
considerable extent, not only by the bodies which re- 
net them, but also by the character of the medium 
through which they are transmitted, Mpilphaie of 
‘quinine, and many other fluids, are found capable of 
altering the nature and the chemical efficiem y of the 
light which passes through them, weakening some of 
the rays and rendering others more energetic in their 
action. In such cases it must be observed that these 
media after s time fsil to influence the character of 
the light, and it would seem that their propertics are 
unpairea by the work they are called to peform, 

These and o her analogous results have led me to 
the tollowing conclusion, which I subsequently found 
to be confirmed by many striking facts: The virgin 
matter of those comets which come from remote 
realms of space to the vicinity of the sun must be 
very sensitive to the influence of his light, and the 
rays which pass through the envelope Musi experience 
@ very great change. Their chemical power would 
evidently. be increased’ by the separation of tne 
calorific rays, and probably by the play of aMinity in 
the materials, as the tem erature is elevated, If 
space cout ned any matter which migut serve to test 
the chemical energy of two kinds of light, the differ- 
ence between the rays sent through the comet, and 
those traversing the rest of the domain, would be vis- 
ibly inscriLed in the skies. Now it appears from the 
secular chauge in the orbit of Encke’s comet, and froin 
Other facts, that a rare medium is disseminated 
through the inter-planetary region; and it will be 
shown, in anotber chapter, thai tuis consists not only 
of a fluid capable of conveying light, but also

which sustains the perpetuai bridiancy of suns, It is 
on this fine matter that the light transmitted through 
the body of a comet exerts its action, inducing changes 
of a luciferous character, and formiug the tuL&, or visi- 
bie trains. which these bodies cast behind them. There 
is, accordingly, uo more nece sity for regarding tuese 
appendages as composed of cometary matter, than 
there is for supposing that a photograph partkes of 
the composition of tue object wuich it nas been ens 
bled to represent, by a similar mysterious agelicy Of the 
S0lar rays. 

To — more direct evidence in regard to 
this theory, I shail now show tuat even the light 
of distant suns, on passing through the comets 
of our system, is rendered capavie of caling 
forth the light-yielding powers of the ether of 
space. It was long a matter of surprise that the vast 
expanse of nebulous matter surrounding the nucleus, 
could not sensibly obscure the briihancy of the stars 
over which it passed; but it has been considered as 
still more unaccountable taat, in a few instances, there 
bas been an aug.nentation of steilar brilliancy on such 
occasions, A star seen by Piazzi, througa tue head of 
the ceievrated comet of 1811, was found to have its 
lustre considerably augmented; and a similar case 
was presented more recently, wuen a star of the eighth 
magnitude became as bright as one of the sixth, dur- |

B.vinet, a comet as large asthe earth, and huving a 
density 45,000, 000, 000, 000, 000 times less than tuat of 
the ordinary air, would produce à more dc cided dimi- 
nution of stellar brilliaucy than has been hitherto 
found to arise from the presence of these rare 
bodies, From one of the most recent estimates 
of this astronomer, it wold appear that “if a 
single cuvic inch of our air cod expand 80 as 
to till a sphere, having a diameter 1,000,000 times as 
great as the distance of the nearest fixed star. it would 
still be far more dense than the matter composing tue 
comet of 1825.” It will ve seen, however, in tue next 
chapter, that the mean density of cometary materials 
cannot be even a million times less taan that of our 
atmosphere; and that the great comet of 1825, instead 
of Having less than 2 grain of matter in its entire 
com position, as the estimate of Babinet would lead us 
to suppose, must have contained several miiions of 
tons. The results at which he has arrived, in regard 
to the inconceivable levity of these wandering bodes, 
must be several million times below the actual value, 
While we admit the jusiness of his conclusions in re- 
gard to the diminution of briliancy wuich stellar light 
undergoes from the intervention of the illuminated 
nebulous mass of comets, we must conciude that the 
effect is nterbalanced by the accession to their 
illuminating’ power, arising from their action on the 
ethereal contents of space. 
But the overpowering influence of the solar rays 
ALONE IS CAPABLE 
of producing, in the reaims. of ether, those visible 
trains which attend the most conspicuous comets, The | 
part which solar light takes in their formation is 
roved very decidediy by the existence of the dark 
— which often extends through the central part of 
the taiis of comets. It would seem that the nuweus, ~ 
and ihe more dense nebulous matter which surrounds 
it, either intercept the solar beams, or fail to impart to 
them the power of depicting their characters on the 
ce.estial regions, The appearance of the tails general- 
ly corresponds to what a wast hollow cone of luminous 
ether might be expec.ed to present. Had they been 
formed of cometary matter, it must have ween ail 
driven into space with pre isely the same rate of mo- 
tion. and its entrifuga velocity must have been litt! 
inferior to tuat of Lwht, Even if taese extravag ein 
hypotheses were admitted, the explanation wuich tacy 
furnish wouid be very unsatisfactory, 
The great resemviance which these cemetary trains 
bear to a negative shadow, has been recognized by as- 
tronomers. The degree of curvature wh.ch they oc- 
casioually exhibit seems to furnish some difficulties 
to the present theory of their isin, But a litte con- 
sideration will show that a considerable deviation 
from the rectilinear direction must be expected from 
the aberration of the cause to which I have ascribed 
them.

of the vast streamers which they form in space, This 
may be most easily understood from a reference to the 
comet of 1680, which, at its nearest distance from the 
sun, described about two degrees of its orbit im tue 
‘space of sixty-five seconds. Now, aa light travels thir- 
teen millions of miles in the course of sixty-five sec- 
onds, itis evident that the rays which the enn sent 
through the comet in this position must deviate 
about two aegrees from the direction of those which 
were thirtesn millions of miles in advance of them, 
Supposing the tail to originate from their instantane- 
ous action, it would necessarily deviate at this piace 
two degrees from a rectangular direction, in the course 
of thirteen millions of miles, and the deviation for the 
entire length would amount to over sixteen degrees. 
The aberration of light also causes each part of the 
cometary trains to appear in the region from which it 
has departed, and this will give it an addition ti degree 
of curvature, while even the position in which it is 
viewed from the earth has frequently a more decided 
influence on its apparent form, 

It may be, however, necessary to observe that this 
class of celestial phenomena furnishes some anom- 
alous cases. A few cases have occurred in which 
comets have been attended with a plurality of tails, 
and their direction, in some instances, difiered very 
much from that of the solar light. But in the cases 
in which they took these anomajous directions, they 
were always deveioped on a very small scale, and evi- 
dently owed their existence to commotions in the en- 
veiope of the comet. It can hardiy be doubted that 
great commotions exist in these dies, though we 


domain. To judge of the effects which they

On July 5 I esti- 
mated the length to be 12 degrees, and a com- 
pany of persons with me varied in their esti- 
mates from 12 to 14 degrees by comparison with 
stars known to ma, and one, by the aid of a 
little imagination,” could see it for a leugth of 
degrees. Takiog my own estimates, the tail 
bad increased iv leugth 60 per cent within these 
two days, although part of this may be due to 
unnoticed haze in the atmosphere on the 3d. 

Tae brightness of the comet on the 3dand 5th 
indicates that it will have an equality on July 
14 with the star Altair, the brightest star, with 
three exceptions, visible in the evening with it. 
As Donati’s comet equaled Arcturus in bright- 
ness, | am by no means confident that the pres- 
ent will be equally bright. 

The motion of the earth is 1,580,000 miles per 
day ; that of the comet about 4,000,000 miles per 
day, and will continue about the same so lop 
as it remains visible. The motion o 
that part of the tail nearest us is nearly 
6,000,000 miles per day; that is, 70 miles per sec- 
ond, which is 5,000 times faster than the motion 
of an express train. The thickness of the tail I 
assume at about 5.000,000 miles at the distance 
of 26,000,000 miles from the head, when it shall 
have reached that length. If the earth were to 
pass centrally through it, the passage would oc- 
cupy about twenty-four bours.

No Oonsiderable Damage in the 
Northwestern States. 


Prospects of an Average Yield of Corn 
in Illinois and lowa. 


Oats Somewhat Affected by the 
Prolonged Drought, 


Tilinois. 

LaSaLLX. Ill., July 8.—A little rain fell here 
last night, doing much good. 

Centra, III., July 8.—Drought and chinch- 
bugs have almost destroyed the corn and oats in 
this section. 

Wincugsresr, III., July 8.—The wind damaged 
the growing crop of corn, and the wheat remain- 
ing in shock along the creek and over the bot- 
toms was frightfully damaged. 

KaNKAKEE, III., July 8.—Prospects for a large 
yield of corn never better. The oat crop will be 
large, though the straw in many locations is 
very short. 

Lob, III., July 8.—Small grain was damaged 
greatly by the dry weather, and will not be over 
half acrop. Corn was greatly helped by the 
rain last evening, and needs more. Hay was 
also helped by the rain, and looks well. | 

Frexport, III., July 8.—The dry weather of 
the past few weeks has reduced the yield of bar- 
ley, oats, and early wheat about 10 per cent. 
Corn is entirely uninjured.
